SAYS HUERTA MUST RESIGN

Comments

patches From Mexico. 
Washington. Nov. 15.—The W ash­ 
ington government will not resume 
negotiations with those officials close 
to H uerta who are now urging further 
parleys until assurances can be given 
of Provisional President H uerta’s in­ 
tention to resign.

Cruz to reopen the entire subject have 
not been successful, it was reported 
here, Mr. Lind refusing to go back to 
Mexico

Chairman Bacon of the foreign re­ 
lations committee, In discussing dis­ 
patches from Mexico City, stating that 
H uerta’s counselors were seeking to 
reopen the negotiations, said that the 
only condition upon which that could 
be done would be the unconditional 
surrender of Huerta.

Storm on Great Lakes Cause» 
Damage ot $5,000,000. 


Port Huron, Mich., Nov. 15.—For toe 
first time since Sunday a day has 
passed without revealing more lives 
lost in the storm which overwhelmed 
the Great Lakes the early part of the 
week. 
Only one additional boat disaster 
developed and that was the wrecking 
of the steamer Major off Whltefish 
point 
in Lake Superior. 
She 
was 
abandoned by her crew. 
The crew 
was picked up by a passing steamer. 
The life loss among sailors Is esti­ 
mated at approximately 256 and the 
property loss is figured at more than 
$5,000,000. 
One hundred and ninety-five lives 
were taken on Lake Huron, if the ap- 
pro|irnate figures are correct; forty- 
eight lives were lost in 1-ake Superior, 
seven on Lake Michigan and six on 
Lake Erie.

learned.

ON CHARGE OF EXTORTION

Opponents of Measure Predict That 
President Will Meet His First Defeat. 
Efforts to Keep Mexican Imbroglio 
Out of Politics—Would Have Federal 
Regulation of All Strikes.

Washington, Nov. 15.—[Special.]— It 
is the prevailing belief th at President 
Wilson will win in the caucus where 
he has failed in the banking and cur­ 
rency committee and that the currency 
bill will come out of the caucus an ad­ 
ministration 
measure. 
There 
were 
three Democrats strongly opposed to 
the administration bill In committee— 
Reed, Hitchcock and O’Gorman—but 
after patiently working with them the 
president reduced the number to one. 
Senator Hitchcock standing out. 
Outside of the committee it is not be­ 
lieved the Democrats will generally 
oppose tlie bill, as none have express­ 
ed such set convictions ns the three 
members of the committee who have 
been giving so much trouble. 
There 
are members of congress who think 
they see the first defeat for the presi­ 
dent in his currency measure, but the 
president does not expect anything of 
the sort. 
And it may be confidently 
accepted that the president will have 
hln way. 
Keeping It Out of Politics. 
Ttiere is an earnest effort to keep 
the Mexican imbroglio out of politics. 
Senator Bacon, chairm an of the com­ 
mittee on foreign relations, holds fre­ 
quent 
consultations 
with 
Senators 
Root. Burton, Sutherland and other 
Republican members of d o commit­ 
tee when considering the situation. 
There are different views as to what 
ought to have been done and perhaps 
ns to w hat should now be done, but 
whatever action is taken it may be as- 
sumed that congress, without regard to 
party, will t>e supporting the govern­ 
ment now in power. 
Federal Government and Strikes. 
The senate investigated the West 
Virginia strike. 
An effort has been 
nmde to have the house investigate the 
Colorado Rtrike, the Michigan strike 
and any other strikes of irai>ortance. 
The tendency is toward government 
regulatou in such matters, whether it 
is purely a state nffair or one in which 
the federnl government could not take 
action save by stretching the constitu­ 
tion further than most strict construc­ 
tionists would permit. 
It was supposed that the new depart­ 
ment of labor had a great deal of au­ 
thority in the mutter of strik«>s and la 
bor troubles, but it appears that the 
mine operators in Colorado treated the 
department representative with scant 
courtesy and practically told him to 
go about his own business. 


Power of Labor. 
In everything that is done toward 
government supervision or intervention 
in lubor disputes it is shown that the 
organized labor of the couutry is stead­ 
ily gaining power. 
The congress und 
the executive departments go further 
now than ever before In such matters. 
Greater efforts are made to placate la­ 
bor, and stronger laws in favor of labor 
have been enacted within the past few 
yeurs. 
Labor organizations have no 
reason to complain of the Influence 
win- h they exert in national uffuirs. 
Looking Forward. 
It is true that Colonel Gocthals of 
Panama cnnal fume has been men­ 
tioned for the presidency, but It wmlh 
a iHdltlcinn with a long look ahead 
who saw In the disagreement between 
Goethals and Bryau's man, Metcalfe, 
the possibility of making the colonel 
the rival of Wilson in 1010. 
And yet

Strike Cripples Southern Pacific Rail­ 
w ay in Louisiana. 
New Orleans. Nov. 15.—Except for 
two transcontinental passenger trains, 
one arriving and one leaving here, traf­ 
fic on the Southern Pacific railway in 
Louisiana is tied up by the strike of 
j the enginemen and trainmen.

Chicago, Nov. 15.—Henry Spencer, 
confessed slayer of Mrs. Mildred Alii- 
son-Rexroat, a dancing teacher, was 
found guilty of murder by a jury at 
Wheaton, a suburb. 
The death penalty was fixed by the 
Jury, which returned a verdict after 
little more than two hours delibera­ 
tion. 
Spencer was arrested Oct. 5, ac­ 
cused of having lured Mrs. R4kroat 
to Wayne, 111., and placing her body 
on the railroad track after he had 
shot to her death. 
Mrs. 
Rexroat’s 
body was found early in the evening 
of Sept. 27. 
Immediately after his arrest Spen­ 
cer began a wholesale confession, m 
which he asserted he had murdered 
twenty-nine persons, most of them 
women, and nearly all for the pur­ 
poses of robbery. 
Although the police 
proved 
that 
Spencer could not 
have 
committed 
many of these murders 
they 
still 
maintain the belief thut he killed at 
least one or two women in addition 
to the dancing teacher.

Dried Is Believed to Have Been the 


Cause of the Collapse— Coroner De­ 


clares He W ill Conduct an Investi­ 


gation, 


Cedar Rapids, la., Nov. 15.—With a 
roar that could be heard for blocks 
the rear forty feet of a seven-story 
building, nearing completion, collapsed 
here, burying fourteen workmen under 
the tangled mass of steel and con­ 
crete. Of this number five are known 
to be dead and six. are unaccounted 
for nnd are believed to have perished 
under the debris. 
Four men, severely injured, were 
taken from the wreckage soon after 
th*> building fell and one of these, 
George Burrell, colored, died before 
reaching the hospital. 
J. M. Gross, 
the first to be rescued, cannot recover, 
said physicians. 
Four bodies known to be in ths 
uins are those of William Lowe, War 
terloo, la., 
superintendent 
of 
con­ 
struction; 
William 
Schneider, 
L« 
Crosse, Wis., foreman; Sidney Doty, 
Cedar Rapids, hoisting engineer; and 
H. B. Westcott, Cedar Rapids, laborer. 
Thoi-e unaccounted for and believed 
to have been killed are: D. D. W as­ 
son, F. B. Bagley, George Scott, E. To- 
ron, A. G. Chaplin and Guan Quln- 
tera, all Cedar Rapids laborers. 
The removal of wood false work and 
supi»orts up to the sixth ffoor before 
the concrete had fully dried is believ­ 
ed by officials to have caused the col­ 
lapse. 


Brick Work Not Yet Started. 
The building was being constructed 
of reinforced concrete by Leyritzen ft 
Wasson, building contractors at Wa­ 
terloo, for Lyman & Stark, a local 
wholesale millinery firm, 
it had been 
under 
construction 
for 
about 
four 
months and the roof was being poured 
when the collapse came. Work on the 
brick walls had not been started. 
About forty men were employed <m 
the building and when the crash cam« 
the columns supporting the seventll 
floor and roof suddenly gave way on 
a section comprising 40x60 feet. 
Tim 
weight of the falling concrete mad 
steel carried with it all of the lower 
floors and hundreds of tons of twisted 
iron, concrete slabs and columns were 
thrown into the basement. 
Men could be heard groaning from 
every part of the mass. 
George Bur­ 
rell was found lying beneath a heavy 
column with his back broken. 
One of the most thrilling escapee 
was that of Charles Brown, a laborer, 
who was on the roof. 
Brown UtermJIy 
rode down on top of the falling wreck­ 
age and when he reached the nnetted 
story leaped to one side and fell te 
the street at the outer edge of the de­ 
bris. 
He escaped with a broken aeU e 
and bruises. 
Two plumbers at work

ORIGIN OF THE HARP. 


Evolved From the Lyre of the High 
Prieet of Oeiris. 
The history of the piano counts as a 
day compared to the harp. 
We have 
authentic records tha t as early as 
1800 B. C. the first lyre was evolved 
from the mind of the high priest of 
Osiris, who in one of his daily walk s 
along the bank s of the river Nile found 
an empty tortoise shell spanned with 
dried ligaments. 
Happening to strik e 
it, he noticed that it gave forth pleas­ 
ing sounds, and be a t once made an 
instrum ent on the plan of the tortoise 
shelL 
From the lyre It was bet an easy 
step to the harp, now the most famous 
Instrument In the world. Mllesius, one 
of the Phoenician priests, carried it 
with him in his conquest to Ireland, 
and there he planted it among the mu­ 
sic loving Celts in 12G0 B. C. The royal 
instrum ent became a controlling fea­ 
ture in druidical worship, and the harp­ 
ist or burd rank ed with royalty, the 
prophet and the priest 
The druids 
advanced the harp from eleven to thir­ 
ty-two strings and crowned their ef­ 
forts in its improvement by the evolu­ 
tion of the ptllur. which has ever since 
found universal adoption. 
Our modern harp consists of forty- 
five or forty-seven strings, seven i>ed- 
als—one for each note in the octave— 
and the wonderful instrument shares 
with the piano and organ the faculty 
of being autonomous—that is to say, it 
needs no accompaniment and furnishes 
both melody and harmony.—Miss Lo­ 
retta De Lone in New York Tribune.

ORIGIN OF THE HARP. 


Evolved From th® Lyr® of tho High 
Priest of Osiris. 
The history of the piano counts as a 
day compared to the harp. 
We have 
authentic records that as early as 
1800 B. C. the first lyre was evolved 
from the mind of the high priest of 
Osiris, who in one of his daily walks 
along the banks of the river Nile found 
an empty tortoise shell spanned with 
dried ligaments. 
Happening to strike 
it, he noticed that it gave forth pleas­ 
ing sounds, and he at once made an 
instrument on the plan of the tortoise 
sheik 
From the lyre it wa9 bot an easy 
step to the harp, now the most famous 
instrum ent in the world. Milesius, one 
of the Phoenician priests, carried it 
with him in bls conquest to Ireland, 
aud there he planted it among the mu­ 
sic loving Celts in 1200 B. C. The royal 
instrument became a controlling fea­ 
ture in druidical worship, and the harp­ 
ist or burd ranked with royalty, the 
prophet and the priest 
The druids 
advanced the harp from eleven to thir­ 
ty-two strings and crowned their ef­ 
forts in its improvement by the evolu­ 
tion of the pillar, which has ever since 
found universal adoption. 
Our modern harp consists of forty­ 
five or forty-seven strings, seven ped­ 
als—one for each note in the octave— 
aud the wonderful instrument shares 
with the piano and organ the faculty 
of being autonomous—that is to say, it 
needs no accompaniment and furnishes 
both melody und harmony.—Miss Lo­ 
retta De Lone iu New York Tribune.
